0. FOREWORD 

0.1 This Indian Standard (Second Revision) was 
adopted by the Indian Standards Institution on 31 
December 1985, after the draft finalized by the 
Spices and Condiments Sectional Committee had 
been approved by the Agricultural and Food 
Products Division Council 

0.2 The Spices and Condiments Subcommittee, 
SC 7, of the Agricultural Food Products 
Technical Committee, TC 34, of the International 
Organization for Standardization (ISO) has 
defined 'spices and condiments' as follows; 

''Such natural vegetable products, or mixtures 
thereof, without any extraneous matter as are used 
for flavouring, seasoning and imparling aroma to 
foods; the term applies to the product either in the 
whole form or in the ground form." 

Along with this definition it was also felt 
desirable by ISO/TC 34/SC 7 that a list of terms 
should be compiled which should be classified as 
spices and condiments. Accordingly, on the basis 
of the earlier version of this standard, ISO 
brought out a comprehensive Recommendation 
(ISO/R 676-1982 Nomenclature, First list.) 
These international standards have been studied 
by the Botanical Survey of India for sorting out 
those terms of which the corresponding plants 
are known to be grown in this country. This stand- 
ard lists those spices and condiments and gives 
their botanical names, part of the plant used and 
English and Hindi common names. It is hoped that 
the adoption of this standard would help in settling 
national and international disputes.

1. SCOPE

in the country.
